Dream Cakes.—Slice bread a lit-
tle less than one-half inch thick,
butter, and cover with a thin slice
of rich cheese, top with another
slice of bread and butter, and fry
in hot butter until brown on both
sides. - If desired, a little salt and
cayenne may be added.

Noodles.— Two cups
cooked noodles, two tablespoons
chopped parsley, one-quarter tea-
spoon salt, two cups white sauce,
one-half cup buttered bread crumbs,
one-quarter teaspoon paprika. To
cooked noodles add white sauce,
chopped parsley, salt and paprika.
Put into buttered baking dish,
cover with buttered crumbs, and
bake 30 minutes in moderate oven.

Creamed

Dutch Apple Cake.—Sift together
two cups of flour, one-half tea-
spoon of soda, one teaspoon of
cream of tartar and one-half tea-
spoon of salt. Cream one-fourth
cup of butter with one-third cup
of sugar, add one well beaten egg
and one scant cup of milk, beat
well together, add the flour mix-
ture, beat smooth, and pour into a
‘Washington pie tin. Have tart
apples cut evenly into eighths, ar-
range in circlés, pressing the pieces

slightly into the dough. Sprinkle

“with sugar and bake 85 minutes.

Serve with a sauce made as fol-
lows: Cream one-third cup of but-
ter with three-fourths cup of sugar
and one tablespoon of flour mixed,
and over it pour one cup of boiling
water. Stir and cook slowly for
10 minutes, add one-half lemon cut
into very thin slices, cover and al-
low to partly cool before using,
giving it an occasional ‘'stir so as
to mix the lemon flavoring well
into -the sauce.

Cabbage and Pepper Salad.
Mix two parts finely shredded
cabbage and one part finely
chopped green pepper and
moisten with salad dressing.

Hygienic Eggs.—Butter a heavy
glass well. Beat the white of an
egg very stiff, put into the but-
tered glass and make a depression
in the center. Drop whole yolk
into this, Put glass into a sauce-
pan of cold water and let the water
just come to a boil. Cover glass
and let stand in hot water until
the egg fills the glass. Add salt
and beat hard.

Rice and Salmon Croquettes.—
One cup cooked rice, one. cup
salmon, one teaspoon minced pars-

ley, one cup thick white sauce, salt,
pepper.. Mix the ingredients, form
into croquéttes, dip in egg and
crumbs, and brown in the oven.

Thousand Island Dressing—One
cup mayonnaise, one-fourth cup
chili sauce, one-fourth cup sweet
spiced relish, one pimento cut up
rifie, one small green pepper.

Pineapple Shortcake,—One cup
sugar, one cup sweet milk, one egg,
butter the size of an egg, two large
cups flour, one heaping teaspoon
baking powder, shredded pineapple.
Cream the butter and sugar and
add the milk, the well beaten egg
and the flour sifted in with the
baking powder and a pinch of salt.
Bake in layer cake tins. When cool
cover with the shredded pineapple
and serve with whipped cream.
